PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 27 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt, opening a 
two-day camprign for the elec- 
toral votes of Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Indiana and IIlli- 
nois—a sharply contested region 
with a combined total of 95 elec- 
toral votes—arrived in Philadel- 
phia at noon today for a Navy 
day inspection of shipyards and a 
major speech tonight. 

(The address, beginning at 8 
o'clock St. Louis time, will be 
broadcast by KMOX and KWK in 
St. Louis.) 

A shrieking, applauding throng 
greeted the President in Phila- 
delphia’s business district, remin- 
iscent—even to the weather—of 
the welcome he received in New 
York City last Saturday. 

A cold rain pelted down on the 
procession, mixing itself with con- 
fetti, ticker tape and _ colored 
streamers that poured from sky- 
Scraper windows as Roosevelt 
rode in an open = automobile 
through the heart of the shopping 
district after his arrival at the 
railroad station. 

The crowd was noisier—and in 
places bigger—than that which 
turned out in New York. Along 
Market street someone threw a 
torrent of Dewey literature on 
‘top of the procession, and an oc- 
casional Dewey banner bobbed up 
in the sidewalk throngs. 


At one place the crowd was so 
intense multitudes came within 
arms reach of either side of the 
President’s car. In the crowd 
were such banners as, “We 
Changed Our Lunch Hour to See 
You, F. D. R.” 

Paper streamers drifted down 
from upper-story windows and 
spectators dashed into the street 
to throw bits of colored paper into 
Roosevelt’s car while the Presi- 
dent waved a greeting. 


At the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
a Navy band greeted the Presi- 
dent. The procession moved slow- 
ly and the President got a good 
look at camouflage, battle-geared 
fighting craft in the huge dry- 
docks. Applauding workers lined 
the street, occasionally shouting 
“Hello, Frankie,” and “Hiya,

Washington Universities. 
Dr. Joseph Erlanger, director of | 
the physiology department 
Washington University School of | 
Medicine, and Dr.’ Herbert Spencer 
Gasser, former professor 0 
pharmacology at Washington Uni- 


versity, who now is director of 
Rockefeller Institute in New York, 
were recipients of the 1944 award 
for their studies of the individual 
nerve threads, 

Dr. Edward A. Doisy, professor 
of biochemistry at St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, shared 
the 1943 award, made after a 
year’s delay, with Dr. Henrik Dam, 
Copenhagen § scientist now at 
Strong Hospital in Rochester, N. 
Y. This award was for the dis- 
covery of the chemical nature of 
vitamin K. 

The 1944 award is a $29,059 
prize, while the 1943 award is 
worth $29,500. The awards vary 
with the income from a nine- 
million-dollar fund established by 
Alfred B. Nobel, the Swedish 
philanthropist. 

The prizes, announced last night 
by the Nobel Foundation in Stock- 
holm, were the first to be awarded 
since the war began in 1939. 

Made Nerve Impulse Visible. 

Dr. Erlanger and Dr. Gasser 
revolutionized man’s knowledge of 
peripheral nerve physiology 
through development in 1921 of a 
cathode ray oscillograph, a super- 
sensitive device which makes visi- 
ble the impulse traveling along a 
nerve. The equipment, product of 
two years’ intensive’ research, 
marked the first application of 
amplification to physiology. 

To register the minute electrical 
charge transmitted over a nerve, 
it is necessary to amplify the cur- 
rent from the nerve 100,000 times. 
The oscillograph transforms such 
an electrical impulse into a point 
of light on a wavering line,

CHICAGO, Oct. 27 (AP).—The 
“one thousand club,” described in 
a speech here Wednesday night by 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey as organ- 
ized by the New Deal to “sell spe- 
cial privilege” to $1000 donors to 
the Democratic fourth-term cam- 
paign, is “nonpartisan,” Frank J. 
Lewis, the group’s national chair- 
man, said last night. 

Lewis, Chicago manufacturer, 
said that the club “has not sought 
and will not be entitled to receive 
patronage from any political 
party.”

Twelve more of the 27 total were 
listed in incomplete reports on 
Halsey’s powerhouse blows dealt 
south of Formosa.

This was 
the fleet group which approached 
Leyte from the southeast and pen- 
etrated the gulf. 


Higher Toll Likely. 


The damage inflicted by the 
American forces and their con- 
tinuing achievements promised to 
lift Japan’s losses beyond the 35 
warships sunk or damaged in the 
Solomons in November, 1942. Sev- 
eral enemy destroyers are known 
to have gone down which are not 
included in the confirmed 27, 

When American fighter planes 
dropped through clouds Tuesday 
(Wednesday, Philippines time) pi- 
lots scarcely could believe their 
eyes when they saw Japanese bat- 
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tleships, cruisers and destroyers 
between Leyte island and United 
States carriers. 


Kinkaid's estimate of perhaps 46 
enemy warships sent into action 
through narrow straits of the 
Philippines was added to the 
known 12 sent south of Formosa. 
That means at least 58 enemy 
warships were committed by 
Japan in its great gamble to 
break up the Philippines invasion. 
Of course, the figure is much high- 
er because there were still other 
units of the Formosa group, in- 
cluding “a number of destroyers.” 
There are reports that this group 
even comprised the bulk of the 
Imperial fleet. Attempting sur- 
prise, it was surprised. 

In addition, Imperial headquar- 
ters reported that 500 American 
planes were shot down.

China- Based Planes Hit Three

CHUNGKING, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
United States Fourteenth Air

force in world history. 

Only 15 Carriers in Resumes. 

Little information was given by 
the Navy on assignment of 
carriers. Only 15 appeared in the 
103 resumes. All of that group 
of carriers have been identified 
with action in the Pacific.

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The U. S. S. ST. LOUIS, 10,000-ton light cruiser, riding at anc 
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Ship Scarred at Pearl 
Harbor Has Bombard- 


ed Many Jap Bases, 


Helped Cover Several 
Landings. 


The U.S. S. St. Louis, a light 
cruiser named for this city and 
the fourth naval vessel to bear 
the name, has participated in two 
major naval engagements in the 
Pacific, bombarded numerous Jap- 
anese bases and helped cover sev- 
eral landing operations since her 
plates were scarred by Japanese 
bullets and shells in the Pearl 
Harbor attack nearly three years 
ago. 

The ship’s battle record was re- 
vealed today for the first time by 
the Navy Department in connec- 
tion with St. Louis’ observance of 
Navy day. 

The St. Louis was one of the 
first to get its guns into action 
at Pearl Harbor and was credited 
with three probable Japanese 
planes. As the 10,000-ton cruiser 
sped out of the channel, two tor- 
pedoes were fired at it but struck 
a reef just before reaching the 
ship and exploded without dam- 
age. 

Feb. 1, 1942, the St. Louis par- 
ticipated in the Navy’s first at- 
tack in the war, the raid on Japa- 
nese bases in the Gilbert and 
Marshall Islands, and Aug. 7, 1942, 
the cruiser took part in the sur- 
prise bombardment of Kiska in the 
Aleutians. Later that same month 
it aided in the occupation of ‘Adak 
Island.

Vitamin K_ forestalls hemor- 
rhage in obstructive jaundice, and 
prevents hemorrhagic disease of 
the newborn. Many a person suf- 
fering from gallstones, which 
cause obstructive jaundice, bled to 
death for lack of prothrombin be- 
fore the blood-clotting power of 
vitamin K was determined and 
the vitamin was made available 
through synthetic production. 

Perhaps one out of every 200 
infants suffers from hemorrhagic 
disease during the first week after 
birth. Vitamin K ig given the 
mother before delivery and the 
child after birth. 

Dr. Doisy turned to vitamin K 
research after Dr. Dam, working 
in Copenhagen, discovered that 
absence of the vitamin caused a 
deficiency disease in chicks. From 
natural sources such as dried al- 
falfa meal and sardine meal, two 
pure substances possessing vita- 
min K activity were isolated. The 
structures of both were deter- 
mined, and one was produced 
synthetically. 

These achievements were the 
outgrowth of more than three 
years’ work, and Dr. Doisy empha- 
hized the invaluable assistance 
given him by a staff which worked 
day and night. The staff included 
Dr. 8. A. Thayer, member of St. 
Louis University Medical School 
faculty; Dr. 8S. B. Binkley, Dr. 
Ralph W. McKee and Dr. D. W. 
MacCorquodale, former faculty 
members; Joe Yglesias, laboratory 
assistant, and Dr. Lee C. Cheney 
and Dr. W. F. Holcomb, whose 
services were lent by the chemical 
firm of Parke, Davis & Co.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
She Army has promised “sym- 
pathetic consideration” to appli- 
cations for returning to, or retain- 
ing in, the United States the sole 
surviving son of any family which 
has lost two or more boys in bat- 
tle, except where the surviving 
gon is on “non-hazardous duty.” 

Secretary of War Stimson an- 
nounced the policy at a press con- 
ference yesterday. He said he had 
become aware of “tragic cases 
where a family sent two, three or 
fuur sons to service and lost all 
but one.” This new policy, Stim- 


son said, is “in recognition of the 
sacrificeannd contribution” made 
by such families. 

The formal announcement said 

“Sympathetic consideration will | 
be givengto every application, in| 
cases of families who have lost | 
two or more sons and have only | 
one surviving, for return of the | 
survivor to this country for duty 
here or for discharge from the 
Army, if the circumstances war-| 
rant. However, each case will be 
decided upon its individual merits. 

“In all cases of extreme hard- 
ship arising from family circum- 
stances the Army has in the past 
co-operated to provide relief from 


active duty or discharge if the 
complaint has been found to have | 
merit upon investigation. The plan | 
of removing men from the hazards | 
of combat activity is an extension | 
of this policy.” |

Unfortunately, the campaign has 
mot measured up to the needs of 
the times. 

“With 11 million American sons 
in uniform, we had a right to 
expect in this campaign a coura- 
geous, serious and high-principled 
discussion of the solutions +o the 
great problems facing us. Except 
in all too rare inatances, we have 
not had this type of campaign. 
Instead we have had promises 
without programs to fulfill them, 
meaningless generalities and con- 
centration on minor issues. We 
have had name-calling, sarcasm 
and appeals to hate and prejudice. 
Neither great party has met ade- 
quately its responsibility to the 
future of America. 

“Despite this unsatisfactory sit- 
uation, we must choose a Presi- 
dent on Nov. 7. I have made my 
choice, on the record and the 
issues. Although I am a Repub- 
lican Senator, I shall vote for 
President Roosevelt. Here are my 
reasons:

“Furthermore, the American sys- 
tem has proven by its miraculous 
record in this war that it is 
stronger than ever despite changes 
in Federal policy and administra- 
tive mistakes over the past 12 
years. It can and will survive 
domestic blunders over the next 
few years, but neither our enter- 
prise system nor our democratic 
institutions and individual liber- 
ties will survive a third world war. 
Therefore, the foreign policy 
which the American people choose 
for their Government in the Nov. 
7 election becomes all-important. 

“The one positive, constructive 
proposal made to prevent future 
wars is an organization of the 
United Nations having authority 
to settle disputes by peaceful pro- 
cedures, and endowed with power 
to stop future attempts at aggres- 
sion by the use of joint military 
force. Its major purpose will be 
to stop future aggressions when 
they start, before they have grown 
so great that only a world war 
can stop them. The major prin- 
ciples of such an _ organization 
were agreed upon at Dumbarton 
Oaks and published. 

“For a time, general statements 
in favor of such an organization, 
coming from even such confirmed 
isolationists as Ham Fish, created 
an impression that there was no 


controversy on this issue among | 


political leaders. However, it has 
now become clear that our joining 
such an organization will be op- 
posed bitterly. Two main lines of 
attack have become apparent. 
They are not new or unexplored, 
because they are the same major 
arguments used to kill the League 
of Nations 25 years ago.

“These two lines of attack can 
be summarized briefly in two of 
three questions which I suggested 
that voters ask all candidates for 
Federal office:

“In addition, the 
ministration, by a long series of 
actions, has reversed the _ isola- 
tionist foreign poliey of the Unit- 
ed States. It has established 
American leadership of the United 
Nations in fighting this war and 
in developing a world security or- 
ganization. It has done this 
through reciprocal trade agree- 
ments, the good neighbor policy, 
the destroyers-bases trade, lend- 
lease, selective service, repeal of 
the arms embargo, the United Na- 
tions conferences on food, curren- 
cy stabilization, relief and rehabil- 
itation, and finally the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks conference. 

“Gov. Dewey has said that es- 
tablishment of the organization 
should proceed without delay. He 
has not answered the second vital 
question. He has spoken for a 
strong international security or- 
ganization, but has so worded his 
commitments that both interna- 
tionalists and isolationists could 
find comfort and support in what 
he gaid. 

“Two facts make Dewey’s weak 
commitments on this issue even 
weaker.

The American naval victory in the Pacific far 
outranks Jellicoe’s off Jutland in World War I, 
and its proportions approach those of Trafalgar, 
which ended Napoleon’s dream of running the 
world. 

The strategic aftermath, however, depends 
upon its employment by a group of sea com- 
manders who have made calculated daring the 
rule No. 1 of the broad plan of action, and have 
implemented it with positive genius in the ef- 
ficient tactical émployment of the highly spe- 
cialized tools of the triphibious combat we still 
call naval warfare. 

Such familiar names as Halsey and Mitscher 
add to their laurels, while new ones attest the 
caliber of Admirals hitherto almost unsung. 

One such is Thomas C. Kinkaid, the Vice Ad- 
miral commanding our Seventh Fleet, This 
force, Which apparently consisted chiefly of ships 
of the line redeemed from Pearl Harbor and air- 
craft carriers in ample number, rounded and 
balanced by cruisers, destroyers and small craft 
in proper proportion, had the immediate mission 
of protecting the land army MacArthur had 
brought to begin the reconquest of the Philip- 
pines. 

The enemy moved swiftly and with heavily 
superior force, to drive off our men of war, then 
destroy MacArthur’s transports, cut his com- 
munications and bring his expedition to a dis- 
astrous end. Two large squadrons steamed 
around Leyte, one by the northern passage and 
the other the southern. ) 

If ever a man were put on the spot, it was 
Kinkaid that morning. His surface fleet was 
inferior in number and in weight of metal to 
that of either of the enemy squadrons. By re- 
tiring he could preserve his own fleet in being; 
but if he attacked, MacArthur might be saved. 
The Associated Press described how the fate of 
our forces ashore “hung in a precarious bal- 
ance.” 

Decision was instantaneous, and in the best 
Farragut tradition of “Damn the torpedoes,” 
Kinkaid split his forces to tackle both antag- 
onists and won his gamble. 

Kinkaid’s Nelsonian daring paid great divi- 
dends. The unsung hero of Kiska not only saved 
our troops on Leyte, but did more than his share 
in winning one of the greatest victories our Navy 
ever won. 

And what atriumph! The latest figures indi- 
cate serious crippling if not near oblfteration of 
the offensive power of the Imperial Japanese 
Fleet. Mitscher and Kinkaid sank or grievously 
damaged 27 major fighting ships, including 10 
battleships. 

This represents a major part of the Japanese 
Navy, estimated by naval authorities last week as 
probably consisting of no more than a dozen bat- 
tleships, 10 to 12 big flat-tops, some 30 to 35 
cruisers and 120 to 140 destroyers. 

This estimate indicated an amazing weakness 
in the number of cruisers and destroyers needed 
to service the capital ship gtrength. The Jap- 
anese can thank us for restoring the right pro- 
portions, by sending their battle wagons to the 
vasty deep. 


Nazis in Spain 

The United States Government should look im- 
mediately into the report by the Paris newspaper, 
Combat, that 40,000 German soldiers who fled 
into Spain have been regrouped and formed 
into a “regular army, fully equipped.” The New 
York Times credits the report, but puts the num- 
ber at 10,000. These Nazis are said to be help- 
ing the Spanish Fascists to fight Spanish Repub- 
licans who are struggling to restore free gov- 
ernment. 

As a non-belligerent, the Spanish Government 
is obligated to intern any foreign soldiers who 
cross the borders into its territory. If German 
soldiers are being allowed to move freely about 
Spain, and to be armed, Fascist Franco is using 
his Government’s privileges of non-belligerency 
as a cloak for warlike acts against the Allies. 

If investigation discloses that the Franco Gov- 
ernment is doing what the Paris newspaper and 
the New York Times say it is doing, our Govern- 
ment and the British should inform this an- 
achronistic little Fascist that it won’t be toler- 
ated, and should be ready with good stiff meas- 
ures to force his hand. 
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A Third Tannenberg ? 


This week’s developments in the large-scale 
invasion of East Prussia by the Red Army con- 
stitute as great a threat as has ever faced Hitler’s 
Reich. The new front of 88 miles indicates a 
move of great strategic importance, rather than 
a mere tactical readjustment of a semi-stabilized 
front. The capture of a thousand German towns 
and villages shows that the Russian roadroller is 
under way again, and Germany’s “sacred soil’”’ is 
once more to be endangered by the avenging 
tread of armies. 

The immediate region of the new theater of 
war—the marshlands, bogs and lakes of East 
Prussia near Gumbinnen—has been the scene of 
savage combat between Slav and Teuton for 
five centuries. There occurred, in 1410, the first 
battle of Tannenberg, between the Knights of 
the Teutonic Order and the Poles and Lithuan- 
ians, in which the German hosts were destroyed. 
Two Romanoff columns entered.the same region 
in August, 1914, but due to personal hatred be- 
tween the Russian Generals, which the German 
genius Hoffman made full use of, Samsanov’s 
army was destroyed at a second Tannenberg, 
and Rennenkampf had to retreat hastily from 
the Masurian Lakes. These two engagements 
cost the Slavs 310,000 men and 655 guns. 

Lack of transport, as well as lack of friend- 
ship, played a part in the Russian catastrophes 
three decades ago. We can be quite sure that 
neither is likely to have a decisive role in the 
outcome of the present offensive; and from the 
fall of 1941, when Stalin sent Budenny to 
Siberia and shifted Voroshilov from Chief of 
Staff to chief of recruit training, rivalry be- 
tween commanders has been sternly dealt with: 
by the Kremlin. 

Transport, too, has been magnificently han- 
dled by the Russians. Perhaps no country save 
China has presented such logistical difficulties 
to its defenders. Yet history does not contain 
the counterpart of the Red Army’s advance from 
the banks of the Volga, in November, 1942, to 
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the Niemen and the Vistula in 1944. If a third 
battle of Tannenberg impends, it will be Just too

An Impressive Indorsement 


Secretary Hull has kept aloof from the cam- 
paign contentions. He received.Gov. Dewey's 
agent, John Foster Dulles, to reach some com- 
mon denominator between opposing parties on 
the machinery for the United Nations. This 
brought such acclaim that some G. O. P. lead- 
ers sought to infer that Mr. Dewey, if elected, 
would ask the Tennessean to keep his hand on 
the helm of foreign affairs. The Secretary felt 
it necessary to deny the soft impeachment, by 
saying that his “support and loyalty belong pri- 
marily to the Government and its present offi- 
cial head, President Roosevelt.” 

Yesterday, Secretary Hull went a step further, 
to tell the people the gravity of the situation 
which confronts the nation and the world, and 
to characterize the man whose chosen agent he 
has been since the New Deal began. Two of its 
paragraphs distill the judgment and the wisdom 
of a wise and selfless man: 


I wish I could burn into the minds of my 
countrymen the thought that this year, this 
day, this very hour, the human race is con- 
fronted by the gravest crisis in all its ex- 
perience; that each and every citizen at this 
critical time has his share of responsibility 
in determining which way the world is go- 
ing in the years ahead. 

President Roosevelt is a_ statesman 
equipped by nature and by experience to 
meet these problems as few statesmen have 
been equipped throughout our history. The 
American people know that he has courage 
equal to their own, that he has a knowledge 
of the realities of the world, and that he 
has an unshakable determination to achieve 
the goals of peace and security, upon which 
they have pinned their hope and their faith. 


This is a voice from the council chamber, not 
the hustings. If any man should know the 
virtues and faults of President Roosevelt, it 
is Cordell Hull. The independent voter can de- 
pend upon his indorsement of a “statesman 
equipped by nature and by experience.”

If voters of the Twelfth Congressional Dis- 
trict agree that the nation’s major task on Nov. 7 
is election of men who will work for sound in- 
ternational relations, and thus the prevention of 
World War III, then their choice at the polls is 
simple. The replies of the district’s two candi- 
dates to seven questions asked by the Post- 
Dispatch put them on record for the judgment 
of the voters. 

The contrast is striking. Walter C. Ploeser, 
the incumbent, takes the side of hesitancy and 
obstructionism on almost every issue. Phelim 
O’Toole, his opponent, consistently takes the side 
of full American participation in a strong world 
organization. Ploeser is a Republican, but this 
is no partisan issue, for he actually opposes pro- 
posals indorsed by his party’s presidential can- 
didate, Gov.

A further strong argument against Ploeser’s 
re-election is his thoroughly obstructionist record 
in his two terms in Congress.

A Confused Book on Cartels 
By Our No. I Cartel-Buster 


*‘Cartels: Challenge to a Free World.” by Wendell 

Berge. (Public Affairs Press, Washington.) 

It may be more than coincidence that 
the Assistant Attorney General of fhe 
United States in charge of the Anti-trust 
Division, whose position makes him the 
first cartel-buster of the land, opposes 
cartels from the most extreme of view- 
points. 

Mr. Berge has been reported at one time 
or another to have a few reservations — 
pre-eminently the reservation that, inag- 
much as many nations are likely to exer- 


‘cise cartelistic controls upon international 


trade after the war, the United States may. 
in order not to be muscled out of some 
lines, be compelled to do likewise. By the 
time of writing his book, however, he ad- 
mitted of no reservations; which undoubt- 
edly is of help to his zeal as a prosecutor, 
but is of less help than it should be to a 
layman trying to reach a balanced view. 
Cartels, Mr. Berge says in a fine phrase, 
are private governments, which threaten 
“the sovereignty of democratic nations.” 
They restrict trade, keep prices up, keep 
quality down, and sell out the nations 
interest for private profit. 
* b> — 


Mr. Berge does not, however, go along 
with the implication he makes in calling 
cartels “private governments.” As public 
governments they are, to him, equally to 
be condemned. 

For a cartel-less United States, what 
means does Mr. Berge offer for competi- 
tion in a world which, all indications are, 
will be heavily cartelized? He proposes 
compulsory registration of cartels. In- 
asmuch as registration would make a 
cartel subject to prosecution, it may easily 
be judged how many of them would regis- 
ter. His other remedies sound admirable 
enough, but are not powerful enough. 

Mr. Berge repudiates national control 
of business, yet advocates an international 
control by means of a forum—and stipu- 
lates that such a forum should exercise 
no control over business—so that it could 
not possibly be of any value. Furthermore, 
Mr. Berge says, government control of 
business is a very bad thing, and after 
the war it should be removed so far as 
possible; but he does not say how he can 
oppose government control of business on 
principle and still advocate it in so drastic 
a form as to prevent cartels, Mr. Berge 
is a badly confused man. 

He does not once recognize that our 
Government has already entered into 
public cartels in wheat, oil and coffee; is 
considering cartelistic controls of merchant 
shipping and tanning hides, and that in all 
probability our businesses will have to com- 
pete in the world market with state-aided 
cartels of England, Russia and France.

But those who spread 
them are not interested in the 
truth. They say that in his For- 
eign Policy Association speech he 
spoke hesitantly, as though he 
were tired or sick. They whisper 
that he has had a slight stroke; 
that immediately after the elec- 
tion he will have to undergo a 
major operation. Some of this 
creeps into the McCormick-Patter- 
son press by sly innuendo.

T is all very well for the Republican candidate to promise continued 
co-operation among the United Nations for peace, and even under- 
write Dumbarton Oaks from A to Z. 


Similar attitudes have been 


taken by Republican candidates before, under somewhat similar cir- 


cumstances. Warren G. Harding as 


a candidate also favored “an asso- 


ciation of nations so organized, Aio participated in, as to make the 
actual attainment of peace a reasonable possibility.” 


But the structure and statutes 
of any organization for peace are 
one thing; the degree of co-opera- 
tion is another. No structure can 
be created or maintained if the 
relations among the three great 
allies are charged with suspicion 
and dissension. 

My own criticisms of Dumbar- 
ton Oaks have been directed at 
improving the structure. But the 
content is more important than 
the form, and essential to any 
prospect of lasting peace is the 
strengthening and improvement of 
relations between the Anglo-Amer- 
ican powers and the Soviet Union. 


Infirm Understanding. 


If, therefore, the Republican 
candidate, while promising an in- 
ternational organization, under- 
mines the pillars on which such a 
structure must rest, his political 
understanding is open to serious 
question. 

There are persons in public life 
who, like myself, have been fol- 
lowing the Republican candidate’s 
campaign with close attention. 
There are those who, like myself, 
have been critical of details of 
the administration’s foreign pol- 
icy, and might have preferred to 
keep their voting intentions to 
themselves.

Drury (Teresa Wright), a marriage which ended abruptly the 
first time Caz visited his new in-laws, insulted Mrs. Drury and 
burned down the $750,000 Drury manse. The marriage was im- 
mediately annulled; the offspring comes as a complete sur- 
prise. Caz goes to the hospital, finds his wife is about to give 
the baby for adoption, and on the spur of the moment disguises 
himself as an interne and kidnaps the baby. 

The rest of the humor revolves around baby care, which 
you may or may not find uproariously funny, and the climax 
in which Caz’ two former “wives” and “fathers-in-law” turn up 
and find he is at the City Hall trying to get married again. 
“Well, who made Bingo this time?” Frank Morgan inquires. 
Morgan has most of the funny lines, but Mary Treen, as a hotel 
maid who helps Caz care for the baby, Patricia Collinge as Isa- 
bel’s batty, star-gazing mother, and Caz Cooper himself, all 
come in for their share of laughs. 


The Heiress and the Aviator 


Equally mirthful misunderstandings form the basis of 
“BRIDE BY MISTAKE,” feature film at the AMBASSADOR. 
Laraine Day is the beautiful and wealthy heroine who is too 
wealthy for her romantic good. Her latest fiance has told 

her that no man will want to share her goldfish 
bowl existence unless he is terribly in love with 
her or terribly enamoured with her money. To 
determine whether or not an Army flyer (Alan 
Marshall) on whom she has mentally staked a 
claim really loves her or her millions, she has 
her secretary (Marsha Hunt) impersonate her 
while she turns secretary. Naturally the plot 
backfires with the flyer going for the real secretary while her 
husband (Allyn Joslyn), a linguist, almost has a nervous break- 
down in seven languages. Of course all straightens out eventu- 
ally, the heroine finds love, and the hero doesn’t object too 
much to the few million dollars that go with her. There are 
several funny scenes, notably a lawn sprinkling scene and a 
bridge game in which Slim Summerville who has a minor role, 
participates. Also this picture should receive some special 
Academy award from the department of scientific research for 
bringing to the public attention an ancient and attractive cure 
for the common cold. The recipe in the picture originates with 
the flyer’s Uncle Joe (his dead Uncle Joe), and calls for a bottle 
of claret, juice of six lemons, cinnamon sticks, and a hot poker.

Chekhov Comes to Hollywood 


Anton Chekhov, late nineteenth century Russian writer, 
twice represented this week, both in “The Cherry Orchard” at 
the American Theater, and in “SUMMER STORM,” the film 
version of his story, “The Shooting Party” at LOEW’S STATE. 

Like the other play, “Summer Storm” depicts 
the end of an era, the era of decadent aristo- 
cracy that preceded the Russian revolution. Ed- 
ward Everett Horton, as the Count Volsky, a 
silly stupid nobleman, and his best friend, Judge 
Fedja Petroff (George Sanders), drink cham- 
pagne and toss the glasses over their shoulders, 
ignore the disastrous state of their finances, 
treat the peasants like cattle, and pay attention 
to them only when told that “it’s becoming quite 
chic these days to be liberal minded.” 

It is Fedja, considerably more sensitive than the Count, 
who is first drawn to the peasant girl, Olga, portrayed in her 
most lush and sultry fashion by Linda Darnell. Olga, one of 
those lucky girls who drives men mad, is married to Urbenin 
(Hugo Haas), overseer of the estate, but she does not let that 
stop her from trying to work her way up in life, and secure 
the clothes and jewels she covets. Through her ruthless’ 
grasping, she breaks up Fedja’s love affair with Nadina 
Kalenin (Anna Lee), then sets out for bigger game, the Count 
himself. The outcome is tragedy. Olga is stabbed by a mys- 
terious assailant, her husband is convicted on circumstantial 
evidence, and it is not until years later that the real killer 
Fedja gives himself up. His identity, meanwhile, is known to 
the audience since he is the narrator of the story. 

A more ambitious than usual attempt on the part of film 
makers at giving a slice of real life, “Summer Storm” ac- 
complishes pretty much whet it sets out to do in the way of 
artistic effect. Horton is surprisingly convincing as the 
silly noble, Sanders a properly impassioned lover, Linda Darnell 
a sort of natural earthy force. There are several excellent 
supporting performances, notably Hugo Haas as the peasant, 
and Lori Lahner as the maid, Clara,

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Imagination 
As Defense 
Against Pain 


By Angelo Patri 


C HILDREN who are changing 
from infancy to childhood 
usually develop the use of 
imagination in the stories they 
tell of daily happenings. If an in- 
cident troubles them, they may 
dress it up so that it does not 
hurt so much to remember it as 
when a pet dog died and its 
young owner told how Fuzzy had 
moved to a new house down the 
road a way so he could have a 
good place to bury his bones. 
Fuzzy came to see him every day 
and they had long talks. 


Sometimes a child is lonely and 
he invents stories of happenings 
in which imaginary companions 
have a chief part. He is soothing 
the ache in his heart with these 
comforting tales of affectionate 
and helpful comradeship. 


That sort of story is not a viola- 
tion of the moral code but-a de- 
fensive action against pain. Study 
the story and try to find its mean- 
ing in relation to the child’s feel- 
ing and then do something to help 
the child out of the difficulty. 


When a child does what he 
should not have done and fears 
punishment, he is likely to imag- 
ine a way out. That is not good 
for him. He must learn to face 
the situation and not try to cover 
a misdeed with an imaginative 
story. That is likely to lead to a 
habit of untruthfulness. But when 
that kind of storytelling becomes 
usual in a child, we should know 
that we are not treating him ina 
way to encourage his trust and 
faith in us and mend our ways 
accordingly. 

Patiently explain that the imag- 
inative. story is not the true real 
story, just a make-believe one and 
try always to get the child to ad- 
mit that and to tell the real story 
as far as he is able. He may be 
able only to tell the main fact. If 
so, let it go at that. Some children 
in their fear, blur the memory of 
a painful incident and cannot re- 
call it clearly enough to put it 
into clear speech. Let it go. 

Be slow to use the word “lie” 
to small children. They do not 
know yet what that means. A lie 
is an intent to deceive—and while 
little ones intend to mislead older 
folks sometimes they have no 
selfish end in view beyond saving 
their faces or their skins. 

When older children, those who 
have reached the stage of reflec- 
tion, tell the wrong story they are 
plainly untruthful, they are lying 
and should be called strictly to 
account. But go carefully with the 
younger ones and lay the founda- 
tion of trust and faith between 
you and so save the lying later on,

How It Started

To Meet One’s Waterloo. 


Where was Hitler’s Waterloo? 
Was it at Stalingrad? El Ala- 
mein? Sicily? Normandy? It was 
on June 18, 1815, that Napoleon 
and his legions were beaten final- 
ly outside the little village of Wa- 
terloo, near Brussels, 

Thirty thousand Englishmen 
participated.in the battle that 
spelled finis to the career of his- 
tory’s most ballyhooed Corsican, 
They did more, however, than 
erase Napoleon from the European 
picture. As the sun sank beneath 
the horizon on that momentous 
June day over a century and a 
quarter ago and: the star of an- 
other dictator was sent _ into 
eclipse, they gave the world an 
immortal metaphor for a decisive 
defeat. It was “Waterloo.” 

Among the earliest if not the 
first to give literary standing to 
this new figure of speech was the 
poet George Byron. In a letter 
from the East to his friend Thom- 
as Moore, dated Dec. 5, 1816, he 
wrote, “It (Armenian) is ..,.a 
Waterloo of an alphabet.” 

That started the ball of usage 
rolling. When in a _ speech in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., on Nov. 1, 1859, 
Wendell Phillip said, “Every man 
meéets his Waterloo at last,” the 
phrase became set in the mold in

A community 
worker is being employed, and the 
school is planning to be a more 
useful part of the community as a 
whole. The evening was extreme- 
ly instructive to me, and though 
I did not know much about the 
details of their plans before, I 
shall now watch the developments 
with keen interest.

There’s 25-year-old Marjory, pri- 
vate secretary to one of the big- 
gest attorneys in town—a proud, 
intelligent, sensitive girl who has 
won success the hard way and can 
be depended upon to tackle any 
private problem. But will Mama 
let her? Mama will not. 

Mama insists on treating Mar- 
jory as if she were six years old. 
She opens her mail. She betrays 
her confidences. She stages a 
scene if she is not allowed to 
choose Marjory’s clothes and 
friends and amusements. And her 
constant excuse it—‘You know I 
do it because I love you so, I 
haven’t anyone else but you. I 
have given my whole life for you 
since your dear father died, You 
are a cruel, ungrateful girl to turn 
against your own mother.” 

Two cases—and there are dozens 
more. There’s the friend who 
slipped so quietly into your life 
and before you knew it was cling- 
ing like a leech, directing your 
every movement, nosing into your 
most secret thoughts. There’s the 
tenant across the apartment house 
hall who drops in to borrow a cup 
of sugar and is soon haunting you 
like a shadow, One and all, they 
have the same excuse when you 
try to extricate yourself from 
their tightening grasp. ‘Why, how 
can you misunderstand me! You 
know I do it just because I’m so 
fond of you. I can’t imagine how 
you can be so ungrateful after all 
I’ve done for you!” 

All of which is the most corny 
and cussed lie that ever found its 
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friend, Dr. Karl Menninger of 
Topeka, in a very sensible article 
and says that such suppression is 
the worst thing that can happen 
to many patients whose nervous- 
ness is just an attempt: to find 
an outlet for their personality. 
Dr. Menninger has some good 
news for middle-aged to elderly 


“high blood pressure” and pro- 
ceed to be laid on the shelf by 
their doctors and families and 
business associates. The “rest” 
that is prescribed for these people 
Dr. Menninger thinks is poor 
judgment; that what they need 
is to be allowed to satisfy their 
aggressive tendencies as much as 


possible. All of which, as I say, 
seems to me very humanitarian 
and sensible. In my experience 
as a consultant I have rescued 
many an old reprobate from the 
ministrations of a too conscien- 
tious younger colleague, from, in 
his own words, “this blankety 
blank bed, and thié blankety blank 
veterinary and this  w»biankety 
blank female, who kept giving 
him nothing but a glass of blan- 
kety blank milk every blankety 
blank hour.”

That is not rest—physical or 
psychical,

ODAY’S deal offers striking 
proof that “tempo,” by which 
is meant keeping one move up 
on the opponents (somewhat as in 
checkers) is far more important 
than winning an isolated trick. 
North, dealer, 
Neither side vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 


North East South Weat 

1 club Pass ldiamond 4hearts 
Pass Pass 4spades Pass 
Pass Pass 


West decided to lead his single- 
ton club. The ace and king were 
played from dummy, declarer get- 
ting rid of his heart and West 
ruffing the second round. Now 
West shifted to hearts. Declarer 
ruffed East's ace, cashed the king 
and ace of diamonds,.then ruffed 
a diamond with the six of spades. 


Now that the diamond suit was 
established, South properly turned 
his attention to getting out the 
trumps. Dummy’s queen was lied; 
West won and returned another 
heart. East discarded a club and 
South ruffed. At this crucial 
point South went wrong, with a 
vengeance! The ten and three of 
trumps were still at large; if they 
require the jack and king, in two 
separate leads to draw them. True 
enough, but just how South pro- 
posed to make those leads remains 
a mystery! At any rate, unwill- 
ing to lose another trump trick, 
he led low to the trump jack—and 
there he was, in the wrong hand! 
To return to his established dia- 
monds he had to use his last 
trump, and this put East “one up.” 

Perhaps it is redundant to say 
that South should have cashed the 
trump king and then gone about 
his business, cashing diamonds 
until East ruffed.
